THE LATE KWOK ACHEONG, 


The post-mortuary rites and cerewo- 
nies which took place here today in 
honor of the late Kwok Acheong were 
of ‘a very interesting character. Among 
‘thoso’who came to honor: the occasion 
with their presence were noticed some of 
our most distinguished’ citizona, togethor 
-with—reprezentatives_ftom the—Military-] 
Department. ‘The procession was one of 
remarkably grand proportions, and the 
elaborate and costly paraphernalia with 
which it was adorned showed that no ex- 
powes had boon. spared - in getting it up. 
A visit to the houso of mourning early 
in the. day disclosed but too vividly the 
poignancy of that gricf which had settled 
down upon the relatives gathered there. 
Among the chief mourners were tho de- 
coased gentleman’s wives and sons, of 
whom we are told he left six of the 
former and seven of the latter. The 
coffin containing tho remaina was rich 
and befitting the. station of ita tenant. 
It was placed on a table in the room 
whare the corpse lay in state, and at its 
head were arranged the sacrificial meats 
and funeral offerings, The grief-strioken 
ones assembled were wrapped in sack- 
cloth, They performed the coremony of 
what is known as K’ao-t'ad, which con- 
sists in going to the coffin and kneeling 
{down three times, at each prostration 
knocking.their_heada ‘upon the floor 
thrice. To friends who called at the 
house wore distribated, asis customary 
on such cocasions,: two pieces of white 
cotton cloth, one of which is intended to 
be tied round the waist of tho recipient, 
and the other folded about the head.

This agreement was 
thea made between the Captain aud the 
Chinaman. Whea they got to Haiphong 
they were paid of course tho $500, Then 
thero was some dispute between Messra 
Landstein’s agent and the Captain as-to the 
aumber of lay days, This matter went 
before the Frouch Consul there as arbitrer 
by consent of both parties. He allowed 
the vessel 6 lay days at $50,—$260. 

Lha Chief Justice said the point of the 
casa, ia briof, was that, as ho aaw it, thac 
the plaintiff said that the o ntract as to the 
yessel going to Kumong was an addition 
to the charter party; the other that it was 
‘a substituted contract, 

Mr Hayllar said that was much how the 
case stood.

CHINESE EMIGRATION TO 
- HONOLULG. 


The following letter has beon written 
by the King of the Sandwich Islands in 
reply to an article in the New, York 
Nation on Théo “Decay ofthe Poly- 
nesian” :— a 
1 — Honore Ly; November 17, 1879.— | 

“The only comment I have to make 
upon the article in the Nation, which 
the writer was kind en’ ugh to send me, 
regarding the decreasé of tho Uawaiian 
race, ia the continual flinging of writers 
at tho oppression of the chiefs upon the 
people as being one of the chief causes 
of the depopulation, I allude to Dibble, 
Ellis Bingham ; and it has been taken 
up by the Nation, Tho writer is silent 
as to how tho oppression was done. Our 
people were more healthy and prolific 
under thoir chiefs than under the pro- 
gent condition of things, If you ox- 
amine into the system of labor that the 
people had to-undergo under their chiofa 
you will find that their labor was com- 
paratively light. ‘Four days in the 
month at the change of every moon is 
only what tho chief was entitled to im- 
poso upon tho people, leaving twenty-six. 
out of thirty days in cach month. That 
was again divided—twelve days for the 
people and fourteen days for the gods, 
or prayer-daya,—-The- oppression -of: the- 
people, then, really came from the ide 
of religion. It was out of these four- 
teen days of work at day, and prayer at 
night, that the prieats succeeded to build 
their Aeiaus and tomples.

With all due “charity, and acknow- 
ledgment of tho missionaries’ great work, 
1 must Jay’a chargo azainst them, They 
taught their pupila from English books 
translated into the vernacular, and 
among the moat important of the studios 
was anatomy. But chefaistry and modi- 
cine, none. Why were those studies 
omitted? The Seminary turned out 
physicians for tho soul, but, alas! none 
for the body, With every missionary 
church there ought to have been. con- 
nected, besides the dispensaries at their 
disposal, 8 small convenient hospital or 
nursery, But none! The one great ob- 
jeot of the work of the instructors of our 
pupils was to savo their aouls from per- 
dition ; they loft the human clay to rot, 
Tho error, if you may call it 50, seema to 
put a blot upon the whole good that bas 
been done by the missionaries, They 
have douse good in certain things, no one 
can dony, but ‘they have left undone 
those things which they ought to have 
done.’ Tho real cause of the decrease of 
our race, when coming.in contact and 
assimilating with a foreign element, is 
neglect. We hve learned now, at’ the 
cost of dear experience, if not too late, 
our folly. 
will soon repeat ita history: in our cage 
if we allow the chance of recuperation to 
pass by. Ido not despair, I feel con- 
fident that with. the ‘general prosperity 
of the islands since the treaty of recipro- 
city came into effect ; by the. eatabliah- 
went of hospitals, nurseries, schools.in 
medicine, arts, and science ; and by the 
amalgamation of races, Hawaii will 
emerge from its ‘decadence to a brighter
